Drug talk easier with ex-addict parents: Study 


PARENTING Moms who have 
lived with drug addictions 
and are able to talk about it 
are better able to keep their 
kids away from drugs than 
parents who place strict 
controls on their teenage 
children, says a study from 
the University of Alberta. 

Lori Haracti, an assistant 
professor with the universi¬ 
ty’s department of ecology, 
headed up a survey that 
asked 3,530 Alberta stu¬ 
dents about drug usage that 
she said revealed some “sur¬ 
prising” findings. 

“It is surprising, because I 


thought if I am a drug user, 
that is something that I 
want to keep from my 
kids,” said Harach. 

“I don’t want to promote 
that, nor I don’t want my 
kids to think it’s OK, but at 
the same time when these 
findings came out, this was 
really encouraging.” 

If a child knows that a 
parent has used drugs, it’s 
better for the parent to talk 
to their kids about drug use, 
regardless about the kind of 
relationships they have 
with each other, said 
Harach. 


But if a parent doesn’t 
talk about drugs to their 
kids, their children would 
more than likely dabble in¬ 
to street drugs, said the 
study. 

The survey revealed that 
2,241 teens had used drugs 
at some point — and of that 
number, 75 had mothers 
who used drugs.

Gasps arose from a packed 
courtroom yesterday 
morning, following a not 
guilty plea by one of two

Each teen appeared by 
closed-circuit television. 
One accused of being an ac- 
cessoiy after the fact to 
murder stood with a blank 
expression, with shaggy 
blonde hair hanging in his 
face. 

He pleaded not guilty to 
both counts. 

The other boy, charged 
with two counts of first-de¬ 
gree mmder in the deaths 
of Bany Boenke, 68, and 
Sue Trudel, 50, reserved his 
election and plea until July 
14. He stood expressionless, 
and looked down when 
charges were read aloud. 

Family members of the 
deceased hugged and

shared an outpour of emo¬ 
tion after the appearance 
outside the courthouse. 

“I was expecting some¬ 
body looking rough, not 
like little kids — that’s what 
they looked like,” said 
Boenke’s sister, Gerlind 
Koesling. 

Neither boy can be 
named under the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act. 

If the teens are found 
guilty, they will likely be 
sentenced as adults. Crown 
prosecutor Terry Hofinann 
told reporters. 

The police allege the boys 
escaped a rural govern¬ 
ment-run facility for trou¬ 
bled youth on May 30. 

Trudel and Boenke were 
found dead on a rural prop¬ 
erty 10 kilometres away 
nine hours later.

PROGRAM Alberta’s 
government will be spend¬ 
ing $1.2 million over the 
next three years on a pro¬ 
gram aimed to help at-risk 
boys in rural and aborigi¬ 
nal communities west of 
Edmonton. 

The Stop Now and Plan 
program will target 
children with behavioural 
problems that include an¬ 
ti-social behaviours, inade¬ 
quate impulse control and 
lack of problem-solving 
skills. 

Alberta Education Minis¬ 
ter Dave Hancock says the 
program will help address 
the “root causes” of prob¬ 
lems youth experience 
while they grow up. 

It will also reduce the 
likelihood of the boy join¬ 
ing gangs or being 
involved with violence as 
well as other crimes, said 
Aboriginal Affairs Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky. 

The program involves 
schools in Stony Plain, 
Spruce Grove, as well as 
the Yellow Tribal Gommu- 
nity, the Alexander First 
Nation and the RGMP.

Whyte construction a concern 

Business owners wary of sidewalk work affecting trade

Heavy construction on a 
sidewalk along trendy 
Whyte Avenue is causing 
concerns for some 
business owners between 
104 and 105 Street. 

Julio’s Barrio Mexican 
Restaurant has been forced 
to close its front patio 
since construction crews 
have torn out the sidewalk 
to repair curbs and part of 
the road. 

And while business may 
have slowed since the con¬ 


struction in the last few 
days, manager Jodi Gartner 
says staff will be watching 
the work closely to see 
when they can open up the 
patio again. 

“We will be keeping track 
of it on a day-to-day basis,” 
said Gartner, who adds the 
unusually colder weather 
may have hindered busi¬ 
ness a bit, as well. 

Jim Anast, who is the 
manager of the Yannis Tav- 
ema Greek Restaurant next 
door, said he’s seen busi¬ 
ness slow down as well, but 
that could have something 
to do with the weather.

• Byron Nicholson, the city's 
director of roadways and 
construction maintenance, 
says the sidewalk work is ex¬ 
pected to be cleaned up and 
completed before July 1. 


“I guess we will find out 
in the next five days be¬ 
cause it’s supposed to be 
nice,” said Anast. “We do 
notice that the construc¬ 
tion does cramp up the 
sidewalk.” 

Debris and dust has 


made it uncomfortable to 
sit outside during the con¬ 
struction and crews report¬ 
edly placed a portable toi¬ 
let near a restaurant that 
was later moved. 

But work on the avenue 
had to begin in June since 
it’s less likely that repairs 
would be put on hold be¬ 
cause of bad weather, said 
the city’s director of road¬ 
ways and construction 
maintenance. 

“If you planned for work 
to be done in the fall, you 
never know what kind of 
weather you are going to 
get,” said Bj^on Nicholson.

Police on case 
of missing metals 


MISSING Police will investi¬ 
gate why the Royal Canadi¬ 
an Mint seems to have lost 
some of its gold and other 
precious metals, the gov¬ 
ernment said yesterday. 

Media reports say more 
than $10 million in gold 
and other assets are miss¬ 
ing. Ottawa acted after it 
learned that an independ¬ 
ent audit of the mint was 
not going to be able to solve 
the mystery. 

“I have instructed the 
mint to call in the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police to 
(do) a full investigation,” 


junior government minister 
Rob Merrifield told re¬ 
porters, declining to say 
how much was missing. 

Opposition politicians 
said it showed the Conser¬ 
vatives were hopelessly in¬ 
competent. “If they can't 
even hold on to the gold in 
the mint, what are they ca¬ 
pable of doing?” asked MP 
Thomas Mulcair. 

The mint says its plant in 
Winnipeg, produces over 
one billion coins each year. 
It also says its vaults are 
“an exceptionally secure 
facility.” reuters 


Raitt won’t apologize 

MP feels the heat after 'sexy' remark about isotopes made public 


Lisa Raitt has lost a grand¬ 
mother, grandfather, father 
and brother to cancer. 

But, under fire for private¬ 
ly calling the medical iso¬ 
tope shortage a "sexy" stoiy 
and a chance to shine in the 
political limelight unhke a 
cabinet colleague, the feder¬ 
al minister at the centre of a 
cancer treatment storm of¬ 
fered no apology to the 
Commons. 

And Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper made clear 
he doesn’t expect her to. 

Instead, Harper defended 


Raitt against criticism from 
Opposition leader 
Michael Ignatieff. 

Harper said Raitt, 
the minister in 
charge of the shut¬ 
down of a reactor 
that triggered a 
looming shortage of 
isotopes critical to 
heart and cancer 
tests, has been Raitt 
“working around the 
clock” to manage the crisis. 

He accused the Liberals of 
“playing cheap politics” with 
the issue. 



Many cancer patients and 
families yesterday 
said Raitt should 
say “sorry” for her 
insensitive re¬ 
marks, at the least. 

“Truly? I find it 
offensive that she 
would play with 
people’s lives in 
such an offhanded 
manner,” said an 
Ottawa mother 
who did not want to be 
named, but whose daughter 
survived Hodgkins. “I ab¬ 
solutely think she should 


apologize.” 

Meredith Marks, an Ot¬ 
tawa medical doctor in the 
midst of her own personal 
battle with cancer, said she 
was not put off by the “sexy” 
remark Raitt made. 

As a doctor, she said, “we 
often talk about what’s sexy 
and what’s not. Acute care is 
sexy, rehab is not.” But 
Marks was taken aback by 
the “selfishness” of Raitt’s 
other comments. 

“This is a very serious is¬ 
sue,” she said.

ELECTION Nova Scotia has its 
first NDP government — and 
a majority government at 
that. CBC News projected a 
historic win for Darrell 
Dexter's New Democratic Par¬ 
ty, ending a decade of 
Progressive Conservative rule 
in the province. It also marks 
the first time Nova Scotia has 
had a majority government 
since 2003. After the votes 
were counted Tuesday, the 
New Democrats swept in with 
31 seats in the 52-seat legisla¬ 
ture.

N. Korea, U.S. tensions rise after reporters' sentence 


Relatives of two U.S. 
journalists sentenced 
to 12 years hard labour 
in North Korea called 
on the reclusive state to 
show compassion, 
while Pyongyang threat¬ 
ened to use nuclear 
weapons if outside coun¬ 
tries invade. 

Monday’s harsh sen¬ 
tence of the two women 
by a North Korean court 
deepened tensions be¬ 
tween Pyongyang and 
Washington triggered by 
North Korea’s nuclear test 


in May. 

Efforts by the United 
States and Japan to ex¬ 
pand sanctions to punish 
North Korea for the test 
failed to produce a deal 
yesterday in the UN Secu¬ 
rity Council, where China 
and Russia have not want¬ 
ed to provoke Pyongyang. 

“We ask the govern¬ 
ment of North Korea to 
show compassion and 
grant Laura and Euna 
clemency and allow them 
to return home to their 
families,” relatives of Lau¬ 


ra Ling and Euna Lee said 
in a statement. 

The two were arrested 
in March near the China- 
North Korea border while 
working on a story for 
Current TV, co-founded by 
former U.S. vice-president 
A1 Gore. 

The North convicted 
them of “grave crimes,” 
saying they illegally en¬ 
tered the country, but de¬ 
tails of their arrest, in¬ 
cluding where they were 
detained, are sketchy.

ABORTION The family of a mur¬ 
dered Kansas doctor said yes¬ 
terday they would not reopen 
his clinic, which was one of on¬ 
ly a few in the United States 
willing to provide late-term 
abortions.

FLU The World Health Organi¬ 
zation is close to declaring a 
full influenza A (HiNi) 
pandemic but wants to make 
sure countries are prepared to 
prevent panic, an expert said 
yesterday. Keiji Fukuda, acting 
WHO assistant director-gener¬ 
al, voiced concern at the 
sustained spread of the new 
strain in countries including 
more than 1,000 cases in Aus¬ 
tralia following major 
outbreaks in North America 
where it was first detected.

Vacdnating boys not feasible: Dennnark 


HEALTH Since January of 
this year, girls in Denmark 
have been offered free vac¬ 
cinations against the HPV 
virus, protecting them 
against the virus that caus¬ 
es cervical cancer. Now 
doctors feel that the same 
vaccination should be of¬ 


fered to boys. 

However, Danish author¬ 
ities do not think that it 
will pay off to vaccinate 
the boys. “The main prob¬ 
lem with the HPV virus is 
that it can eventually cause 
cervical cancer. So eco¬ 
nomical analysis show that 


it is not feasible to vacci¬ 
nate boys,” says Dr. Sigrid 
Poulsen of the Danish 
Board of Health. 

Authorities say the vacci¬ 
nation of girls will eventu¬ 
ally protect boys, as girls 
cannot pass on the virus.

G8 seeks stress tests 


Global banking system needs fixing: Flaherty 


The Group of Eight leading 
financial powers have held 
discussions about encour¬ 
aging stress tests on Euro¬ 
pean banks, an important 
step in fixing the interna¬ 
tional banking system, 
federal Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty said 
yesterday. 

The Wall Street Journal 
reported yesterday that 
Washington wants Euro¬ 
pean countries to put their 
banks through more rigor¬ 
ous public stress tests and 
would raise the idea at the 
G8 finance ministers meet¬ 
ing in Italy this weekend. 

“There already have been 
... discussions about encour¬ 
aging stress testing not only 
in the American banks but 
in the European banks, 
where it has not necessarily 
occurred,” Flaherty told re-

porters. 

“The prime minister 
(Stephen Harper) and I have 
been clear at previous meet¬ 
ings, including the (G20) 
summit in London in the 
beginning of April, that fix¬ 
ing the banking system is 
the sine qua non to recov- 
eiy in the real economies,” 
he said. 

Last month, European 


Gentral Bank governing 
council member Ghristian 
Noyer, who is also the head 
of the Bank of France, said 
he favoured co-ordinated 
stress tests in Europe. 

Gountries within the 27- 
nation European Union 
bloc were now convinced of 
the need to run such tests 
more consistently and ap¬ 
peared ready to act in a co¬ 
ordinated manner, he said. 

The results of tests car¬ 
ried out by individual coun¬ 
tries in the EU have not 
been made public so far 
and there are no plans to re¬ 
veal the results of a broader 
stress test by regulators 
now under way in the bloc. 

The lack of information 
has raised hackles from 
those who argue that Euro¬ 
pean investors are being 
left in the dark. reuters

Draft lottery changed NHL's game

s we move into 
the time of year 
when the Stanley 
Cup playoffs 
reach its resolu¬ 
tion and the NHL draft ap¬ 
proaches, it’s interesting 
to reflect on an era when 
the game was less con¬ 
trolled. 

It wasn’t until 1995 that 
the NHL decided to imple¬ 
ment a draft lotteiy sys¬ 
tem. Before then, the team 
finishing in last place auto¬ 
matically got first pick in 
the draft. 

But then a couple events 
occurred that had some 
teams quietly accusing oth¬ 
ers of tanking games late 
in the season in order to 
finish last. The Pitts¬ 
burgh Penguins 
won just two 
14 games down 
the stretch in 
1984 to finish 
last and se¬ 
lect Mario 

Did the Pen¬ 
guins tank 
in order to 
get Mario 
Lemieux? 



Lemieux first overall. In 
1993, the Ottawa Senators 
were accused of purposely 
finishing last in order to 
select Alexandre Daigle 
first overall. 

Whether it was pre-med- 
itated or not, the league 
brought in the draft lotteiy 
in 1995 and that gave the 
last-place team the best 
chance to secure first pick. 
But that was still less than 
a 50-50 chance. 

It’s a terrific system. In 
its 15 years of use, there 
has been naiy a mention of 
struggling teams going in¬ 
to the tank. Finishing last 
doesn’t guarantee a thing. 
In fact, just seven times in 
14 drafts (the 2005 lockout 
draft was a different entity) 
has the team finishing last 
gotten the right to pick 
first. 

So let’s imagine 
the Daigle inci¬ 
dent didn’t 
happen and 
the lotteiy sys¬ 
tem was never 
adopted. Here 
are some things 
that would 
look differ¬ 
ently in the 
NHL: 

• Sidney Cros¬ 
by and Alex 
Ovechkin 
^ would be team- 
t mates in Pitts¬ 
burgh. The 
Washington 
Capitals won 


the 2004 draft lotteiy and 
moved from third pick to 
first. Had that not hap¬ 
pened, the Penguins surely 
would have taken 
Ovechkin first, Chicago 
would have taken Evgeni 
Malkin second and the 
Capitals would have had to 
settle for Cam Barker 
third. Would the Hawks be 
in the Cup final now with 
Malkin in the lineup? 
Would the Capitals have 
even made the playoffs 
with Barker and no 
Ovechkin? 

Because of the lockout in 
2004-05, the Penguins won 
a special weighted lotteiy 
in 2005 and got the right 
to select Crosby. Ovechkin 
and Crosby would have 
been rookie teammates for 
the Pens in 2005-06. 

• Patrick Kane would be a 
Philadelphia Flyer and not 
a Blackhawk. Chicago won 
the 2007 lotteiy and 
moved from fifth pick to 
first. Had that not hap¬ 
pened, the Flyers would 
have wound up with Kane 
rather than James van 
Riemsdyk. Picking fifth, 
the Hawks would have had 
their choice of Sam Gagn- 
er, Jakub Voracek or Zach 
Hamill. They’re no Kane, 
but then again the Hawks 
have Malkin, right? 
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With 2-year Fido 
Agreement.

With the advent of new 
technologies to handle 
emissions, diesels are set 
to make inroads in 
Canada, offering 
impressive fuel economy 
and long range. Volkswa¬ 
gen’s newest entry is the 
2009 Touareg TDI, which 
uses VW’s Clean Diesel 
technology to meet strict 
emissions standards. 

It uses a 3.0-litre V6 tur¬ 
bodiesel, one of two 
Touareg engines for 2009, 
alongside a 3.6-litre V6 gaso¬ 
line engine. The diesel en¬ 
gine is $4,000 extra, and 
prices for the TDI range 
over three trim lines, from 
$48,975 to $62,675. All mod¬ 
els are all-wheel-drive. 



The diesel gives the ex¬ 
pected low-end power, 
making 225 horsepower 
and an impressive 406 Ib-ft 
of torque. 

It doesn’t feel quick, but 
it certainly feels powerful, 
with good, solid, steady 
strength available at just 
about any notch on the 
throttle. The six-speed au¬ 


tomatic transmission is 
well-mated to the engine 
and shifts smoothly; the 
whole driveline is extreme¬ 
ly impressive. The engine 
is naturally noisier than a 
gasoline version when 
you’re standing alongside 
it, although it’s certainly 
not clatteiy. But inside, it’s 
hard to tell that you’re 


driving a diesel; the cabin 
is extremely well-insulated 
and veiy quiet. 

It’s also extremely 
roomy, with veiy comfort¬ 
able and supportive seats; I 
could see riding across 
Canada in it without feel¬ 
ing the effects on my spine. 

On the highway, the 
Touareg has a well-planted 
stance, with no suspen¬ 
sion noise over bumps. But 
I don’t like the steering 
feel, which is far too light; 
it doesn’t feel like I’m 
“talking to the wheels.” 
There needs to be more 
weight to give the driver 
confidence. 

Diesels are noted for fuel 
economy, and the Touareg is 
rated at 11.9/8.0 L/lOO km for 
city and highway (the gas- 
powered version gets 
14.8/10.3).

Getting your car

B efore we launch

OK, now on to our list of 
fashionable auto acces¬ 
sories... 

One of the newest and 
coolest is LED lighting. LED 
bulbs are popping up 
eveiywhere — from flash¬

they’re vibrant, small, re¬ 
quire very little energy, 
create veiy little unwanted 
heat, can be mounted al¬ 
most anywhere, and never 
burn out. 

Taillights and signal 
lights are moving to LED 
technology, for the reasons 
above, and because they al¬ 
low for more design cre¬ 


ativity — check out the re¬ 
ally cool rear-light assem¬ 
blies of any new Cadillac 
or BMW.

SEMA (Specialty Equip¬ 
ment Manufacturers Asso¬ 
ciation).
